Their 
carriage was near at band and followed the 
President’s at a distance of about halfablock, 
overadevious route tothe place where the 
special train stood.

Hundreds of Farmers Suffer by the Failure 
of Wm, A. Boies—The Liabilities. 


MARENGO, III., June 10.—Marengo and the 
towns and country around it are all excite- 
ment over the failure of W. A. Boies, and the 
consequent closing of the Farmers’ and 
Drovers’ Bank of Marengo. Mr. Boies was 
probably the largest manufacturer and dealer 
in butter in the United States, and was called 
the ‘‘Butter King.’’ He controlled the pro- 
duction of over twenty creameries in this 
vicinity, and his pay-roll amounted 
to nearly $600,000 every year. Be- 
sides this his speculative transactions 
were enormous. These speculations are un- 
doubtedly the cause of his failure. The failure 
was precipitated by the action of Charles

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICUL 
TUBE ON THE CROPS. 


The Anti-Railroad Lawyer Bill in the Senate 
—Legislating Against Lottery Circulars in 
the Mails—The House Order of Business— 
Cengressional Proceedings ~ Washington 
News, 


WasHiIncror, D. O., June 10.—The crop 
report of the Department of Agriculture 
makes the area of spring wheat nearly the 
same as last year, about 12,000,000 acres, There 
is an increase of one-sixth of last year’s. 
breadthin Dakota, a decrease in Nebraska 
and asmall reduction in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. The minor spring wheat districts 
show a smalladvanve. The extension of area 
in Dakota is due mainly to settlement and the 
necessity of ready money for improvements 
and somewhat to last year’s unsatisfactory 
flax product in Southern Dakota. The effect 


of low prices of wheat bas been counteracted 
the superior rate of yield of recent years, 

ndition of spring wheat 8 98, 
against 97 in last year; Wisconsin, 97; Minne- 
Sta, 99; Iowa, 100; Nebraska, 97; Dakota, 9; 
Washington, 100. 

Winter wheat is not quite so promising as on 
the Ist of May. Alslight decline in condition 
is reported in the West and the low condition 
of the Southern crop is more reduced. Yet, 
the 2292 is only reduced two polnts from 
94.9 to 92.7. It is still from average to high in 
the great wheat 13 States. In New 
York it is not littering as in years of strong 
root growth. 

Itis very promisi in Maryland and Vir- 
— 2 exceptin wet lands. In the South it 

as been affected by rust,shrivellin 
harvested. There has been 
drouth in Texas, rain and floods in Ohio and 
hail storms in Missouri. The prospect is good 
forasmall fraction above twelve bushels per 
acre. 

Rye has also declined from a general aver- 
age of 95%c to 94.40 during the last month. 
The barley acreage. has been increased 3 per 
cent, and condition averages 100; last year in 
June, 89. 

The large acreage of oats in 1885 has not 
been ex — 1 increased. It has been 
slightly reduced in Kentucky and Ohio, where 
the area was abnormal last year. The increase 
will. approach 500,000 acres. Condition aver- 
ages nearly 96, against 94 in 1885 and 98 in 1884. 
It is highest east of the Alleghenies and a 
little below full condition in the South and 
West. The tendency to increase in area of 
cotton has been checked in the eastern States 
of the cotton belts. Returns show a slight re: 
— in South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 

ama. 

The more Western States in which settle- 
mentand farm extension have been active, 
exhibit some increase, mainly in Texas. The 
net increase is about 25,000 acres, an advance 
of 1% per cent. The record stands: Virginia, 
99; North Carolina, 100; South Carolina, 99; 
Georgia, 98; Florida, 108; Alabama, 99; Missis- 
sippi, 102; Louisiana, 102; Texas, 107; Arkan- 
sag, 102; Tennessee, 101. 

The condition of the crop is lower than in 
168 ,averaging 88.7 against 92 last year. It is 
lower in sever States and higher in four, The 
State averages are Virginia, 9%; North Caro- 
lina, 97; South Carolina, 88; Georgia, 82; Fior- 
ida, 97; Alabama, 87; Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 
8; Texas, 96; Arkansas, 83; Tennessee, 9. 
Heavy rains have caused damage in Georgia 
and drought was threatened in Texas, broken 
since by refreshing rains. The stands have 
been irregular but has been practically rem- 
edied by replanting.

centum on the yalue of the taxable property 
within such corporation, county or subdi- 
vision, to be ascertained by the last assess- 
ment for Territorial and county taxesjprevious 
to the incurring of such indebtedness.

FOUR RIOTERS DEAD. 

Four ot the rioters who were wounded by the 
Police in yesterday's riots died to-day. Four 
others are dying. The Orangemen are making 

large purchases of arms and are deciaring that 
they will have revenge upon the * for firing 
imto their ranks. Ata meeting of Protestants 
living on the Shank-Hill road resolutions 
were adopted denouncing the action of the 
police from outlying districts coming to Bel- 
fast and attacking peaceful citizens, and de- 
manding their withdrawal. 

The namber of policemen on duty in Belfast 
this afternoon at 8 o’clock was 1,800. A num- 
ber of troops from Newry .have arrived to 
assist the police in maintaining order. 

The magistrate has ordered all the taverns in 
the city to be closed to-night. No mobs are to 
be allowed to congregate in the streets. 

WILL DISSOLVE, 

Inthe House of Commons this afternoon 
Mr. Gladstone, who was loudly cheered on 
rising, said that in consequence of the rejec- 
tion by the House of the home-rule Dill, he 
had advised her Majesty to dissolve Parlia- 
ment without delay. Her Majesty had gra- 
clously assented to this, and he would, there- 
fore, ask the House to wind upthe business 
of the session at the quickest practicable mo- 
ment. The Premier’ s statement was reeeived 
with cheers.

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 

BELFAST, June 10.—The people here have 
been wrought toastate of great excitement 
by the riotous demonstrations of Orangemen 
during the past two days. All work is 
stopped, stores are closed and many res- 
dences are closely barricaded. Mobs are in 
every street, prepared for further deeds of 
violence. The Orangemen are greatly in- 
censed at the constabulary for firing upon 
them and threaten to sack their barracks. 

Detachments of soldiers and police from 
Dublin and other cities are being forwarded to 
Belfast to assit the authorities in restoring or- 
der. At midnight, a mob of Orangemen 
raided a public house kept by a Oathoile 
named O’ Hare, and, after sacking it, set it on 
Are. 

CHARGED BY THE POLICE. 

The police charged on the rioters a dozen 
times with bayonets, but each time were 
forced back by volleys of stones. The police 
were finally forced to take refuge in the bar- 
racks, where they fired upon the mob from 
the second-story windows. The mob, how- 
ever, held their ground twenty minutes 
longer, although the fring ot the police was 
Scores of the rioters 
were wounded, and it is known positively 
that six men and two women were killed. A 
great many wounded persons were carried 
away by friends, and whether their injuries 
were fatal isnot yet known. Twenty of the 
rioters who received bullet wounds are lying 
in one infirmary. A large number of Orange- 
men who took part in the riots were arrested 
to-day. An inquest on the bodies of those 
killed will be opened to-day. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


A Cotton Broker and His Clerk Wanted in 
New Orleans. 


Julius Scherck, the well-known cotton 
broker, and K. I. Kimble, his book-keeper, 
were arrested to-day on a very serious charge. 
Last night Detectives Kerwin and Mauberret 
ot New Orleans arrived here with a requisition 
from the Governor of Louisiana for the arrest 
of Scherck and Kimble on a charge of ob 
ing money under false pretenses. They called 
at police headquarters this morning and De- 
tective Pat Lawler and Special Officer 
Hutton were detailed to effect 
the arrest. Accompanied by the two New 


Orleans officers they visited the Cotton Ex- 
change shortiy after H o’clock and found 
Seherck and Kimble on the corner — Main and 
Walnut streets, the former be in a saloon 
and the latter standing at the door outside.

In the convention Dr. Hamlin’s 
name was proposed by Gen. James A. Hall, 
and the name of Contractor Bodwell was pro- 
posed by Blaine’s favorite partisan editor.

It may not show itself by an open 
bolt, but it will live and grow till election, and 
will gather about the nucleus offered dy the 
well-organized and determined prohibition 
movement which in Maine, as eleewhere, rises 
in threatening form against the Republican 
party.

As a carriage painter he 
earned his living and learned his trade by 
serving as an assistant in the scene painters 

allery at a San Francisco theater. In 1879, 
faving obtained very rapidly the tricks of his 

rofession, he came to this city and at once 

came attached to the staff of Wallack’s old 

theater, now the Star. He assisted in the 
painting of the scenery for many of the fa- 
mous pleys produced there, and did like 
service at the new Wallack’s — & 
company with Phil Goatcher and other 
well-known scenic artists.

He went to Canada in 
the spring of 188 and painted scenery for a 
small theater in Toronto, From there he went 
to 2 to paint the drop- curtain and set 
scenery for McVickers’ new theater, and also 
the spécial scenery for Freund's play True 
Nobility.’’ Health failing him he weng to Cal- 
ifornia, but as his needs were pressing, he, in 
spite of his weak condition, painted the sean 
ery for the California theater, the work done 
in the production of ‘‘Hoodman Blind,’’ being 
the last as well asthe finest he ever aid. When 
completely broken down he went to Los 
Angeles. He was too late for even that brac- 
ing olimate to benefit him and feeling death to 
be certain he started for the East so as to be 
able to die among friends. When thetrain on 
which he wasa passenger reached Tucson, 
Ariz., he was so weak the conductor consid- 
ered it dangerous toc him further and had 
him taken to a hotel to die. Singularly enough 
one ofthe first persons to see him was a 
brother who was a herder on the plains. It 
was the first time they had met for years. The 
meeting was a very affecting ons, but the 
rough herder became atender nurse, and leay- 
ing his business at once started with the dyi 
artist for this city, where they arrived a wee 
age. He leaves a widow and a son 4 years old. 
His funeral will take place from The Little 
Church Around the Corner, a place he 
oe much of, to-morrow morning at 11 
o’clock.

THE TINKER A SMITH BILL TO CROSS CLARK 
AVENUE UP AGAIN. 


Considered in Committee This Merning—A 
Jeb to Secure the Destruction of Clark 
Avenue—Straub’s Treachery to Be R.. 
warded by Defeat—Temple Will Not Vote 
with Him. 


This morning Messrs. Temple and Stone, of 
the Council Railroad Committee, considered 
the Tinker & Smith Malting Company’s switch 
bill, hearing the opponents and the represent- 
atives of the Company. The same bill was in- 
troduced in the Council, early in the session, 
passed both houses, and went to the Mayor, 
who vetoed it. In the Council the vote for 
passage was Bell, Blakely, Devoy, Frank, 
Haines, Stone and Straub. The op-

It passed the House 
and is in the Council, having been twice 
read and referred to the Committee on Rail- 
roads. The bill has not created that excite- 
ment among property owners which the Iron 
Mountain surface t proposition 
caused, because are only two 
streete directly affected and the owners 
of property are comparatively few 
on those localities. The questions involved 
are, however, in many respects identical. The 
points which are not similar are in provisions 
which compel the beneficiaries of the fran- 
chise to allow other persons to use the switch 
on peymess of just compensation to be 
fixe by ordinance, and the restriction 
of the 82 of the track between the 
hours of 8 p.m. and 6 a.m.

The sitting occupied 
three hours, and while the opposition refused 
to consider the details of the bill the repre- 
sentatives of the Malting Company confined 
their argument to the protective provisions of 
the bill, the non-monopoly provision, re- 
striction as to hours of operation, no trains or 
cars to be left on the tracks, and the clause in 
which the city reserves the right to 2 — 
alter or amend the ordinance at any time 
The benefit granted one manufactory was a 
benefit to the community in the extension of 
business it promoted. Mr. Tinker spoke at 
some length on the subject. The 
opposition were unfortunate in having 
no one in their number capable 
of properly presenting their side. The main 
grounds upon whieh opposition might be 
based and succeed was disposed of in a sen- 
tence. The single track would be but little ob-

street, it cannot refuse to grant the same right 
to other corporations whose position and 
needs are similar. 

The Grone Brewing Company, which occnu- 
pies property as near the Union Depot tracks 
as the Tinker & Smith Maiting Company, could 
de mand the 3 ofaswitech connection 
over Clark avenue. Phillibert & Johanning, 
who are removed only a short distance further 
north, could make «a similar demand. 
All the factories in the vicinity 
would ſuslst on obtain! switches, and on 
the other side of the Mill Creek Valley th 
same principle might be applied forthe bene 
fitof the Schnaider Brewiag Company and 
those factories south of Chouteau avenue. 

At present there are between twenty and 
thirty switeh tracks terminating at the south 
line of Clark avenue laid and maintained for 
the benefit of the coal dealers by the Union 
Depot Company. The growing trade and in- 
creased demand for switch facil- 
ities has caused inquiries to be 
made by representatives of this company 
as to the probability of privileges to cross 
Clark avenue being granted them. The coal 
tracks are highly remunerative, large rents 
being charged for them. If edditional room 
coul be secured on the north side 
of the avenue more business could 
be done. If Tinker & Smith Maltin 
Company cross the avenue the Union Depo 
Company will have those coal tracks extended 
tothe north side in a year. The Dill will 
probably be reported bock by Messrs. Devoy 
and Stone for passage; Mr. Temple may oppose 
itin a minority report. Straub gave his sup- 

ort to the Iron Mountain elevated monopoly 
or votes on this bill, but it is not probable 
that the promise will carry Temple. Bell will, 
however, replace Temple, but Frank will not 
again vote for it. It will then have but six 
votes in the Council and cannot pass.

The Eskiminzin Band Supplying Ammuni- 
tion to the Hostiles. 

New York, June 10.—A Tombstone (Ariz.) 
special to the Herald says: The charge is again 
made that the Eskiminzgin band, which settled 
in San Pedro Valley, is supplying ammunition 
to the hostiles, who, it ig suspected, are 
quietly gathering in the Galiuria Mountains, 
east ofthe San Pedro River.
